16. (Original) The method of claim 15 which includes printing the form on a surface of a 
surface-defining means and, at the same time that the form is printed, printing the coded data 
on the surface. 

17. (Original) The method of claim 16 which includes printing the coded data to be 
substantially invisible in the visible spectrum. 

18. (Original) The method of claim 1 which includes distributing a plurality of the forms 
using a mixture of multicast and pointcasx communications protocols. 

,19. (Original) The method of claim 1 in which the sensing device contains an identification 
means which imparts a unique identity to the sensing device and identifies it as being 
associated with a particular auction buyer and in which the method includes monitoring, in 
the computer system, said identity.

31. (Original) The system of claim 22 in which the form is primed on a surface of a aurfeoe- 
dc fining means and in which the system includes a printer for printing the form on demand.

33, (Original) The system of claim 22 in which the coded data is substantially invisible in 
the visible spectrum. 

34. (Origtaa^Tbe system of claim 32 which includes a database for keeping a retrievable 
record of each form generated, each form being retrievable by using its identity as included 
in its coded data.
